They  are  immensely  proud  of 
their  course,  which  strongly  promotes  reading  aloud,  which  they  have  found  to  be  difficult  to  encourage  high  school 
students  to  do  in  this  day  and  age.  They  feel  that  the  class  is  very  helpful  for  students  who  don't  shine  academically, 
because  it  gives  them  the  opportunity  to  do  well  in  something  they  enjoy.  The  one-on-one  experience  really  makes 
both  the  little  and  big  kids  feel  better  about  themselves.  Thanks  to  this  experience,  many  graduates  of  this  course 
have  gone  into  teaching.  "It  gives  you  good  experience,  and  helps  you  determine  whether  you  want  to  pursue  a 
career  with  children"  says  Laura  MacKechnie. 

The  little  kids  enjoy  such  activities  as  playing  house,  watching  puppet  shows,  and  arts  and  crafts.  They  go  on 
plenty  of  fun-filled  field  trips  to  local  farms,  parks  and  even,  as  many  a  class  has  experienced,  little  field  trips  around 
the  school  to  show  off  their  Halloween  costumes  or  go  sledding  on  a  nearby  hill.  And  while  they  have  fun  activities, 
there  are  also  tasks  to  help  the  little  kids  become  more  experienced.  At  circle  time,  each  of  the  children  has  a  job  to 
make  him  or  her  feel  responsible,  a  "little-big  kid".  Tasks  include  such  jobs  as  line  leader,  snack  helper,  fish  feeder, 
and  activity  helper.  For  the  high  school  students,  the  class  is  not  quite  as  simple.  After  all,  students  must  recieve 
a  grade,  so  they  do  have  to  complete  some  more  typical  assignments.  However,  these  assignments  always  turn  out 
to  be  a  fun  adventure.  "You  can't  predict  what  will  happen,  something  new  happens  everyday"  says  Melissa  J. 
Gomez. 

On  March  2nd,  the  students  participate  in  Read  Across  America,  an  annual  event  held  on  Dr.  Suess's  Birthday. 
The  big  kids  get  to  go  over  to  Meadow  Brook  and  read  stories  to  the  little  kids  over  there.  At  the  end  of  the  year, 
the  students  also  make  childrens'  books  to  be  presented  to  the  little  kids.  Other  projects  they  work  on  throughout 
the  year  include  creating  puppet  shows  and  designing  board  games. 

The  Little  Big  Kids  Nursery  School  program  is  definitely  something  to  look  into  if  you're  interested  in  working 
with  children.  "It's  a  good  learning  experience,  and  it's  a  lot  of  fun"  says  Lindsay  Angelucci.  You  can  create  lesson
